Pointing out that educational op- 


portunities in. the South are far be- ' ' 
hind those offered in other sections, 
Senator Pilkinton said that "the only 
solution for this undemocratic dis- 
crimination against childhood is fed- 
eral aid to education." 


He stated that the southern states 


had. one-third of all the children 
of school age in the nation to educat<V- -•' 
and only about one-seventh of the 
nation to educate and only about one- 
seventh of the national wealth, to 
, 


do it upon, 


"Children from the poorest schools 


are citizens," he continued, "some ' 
day they will be voters—some day they 
maye be called to hold public office. 
All of them, everyday, will be ex- 
pected to obey the laws, respect the • 
flag, make and honest Hying, and con-\ 
tribute to the economic and social ad- o-, 
yaac.ement,..o|; ,tfe,B .jiatlqn. A, believe J& 
the nation owes children the same pre- ^ 
paration for good citiznship, whether: 
they live in New York, Arkansas, 
California or Mississippi.".

Mr. Pilkinton said that regard- 


less of what congress did with the 
Harrison-Thomas bill at the next ses- 
sion that southern educators - and 
southern statesmen should not let 
the matter of federal aid for educat- 
ion die for lack of support, because 
"without a reasonable amount of fed- 
eral aid to the states, like Arkansas, 
in support of public education there 
is not the faintest hope that any fair 
degree of equality of opportunity will 
or can exist in the United States. 


He said that any program of educat- 


ional federal aid should not be bound 
down by red-tape and that the Fed- 
eral Commissioner of Education, if 
one is established in the president's 
cabinet, should not be an 'educational 
czar" but that the various states 
should be left as free as possible to 
spend the funds where they will do the 
most good. 


Senator Pilkinton said that in his 


opinion federal aid should apply to 
public, lax-supported schools and no 
others. 'I do not believe that private 
schools, or church schools, want to be 
included," he said. 


"Tax money is public money, and. 


therefore if any federal funds are spent 
on secondary schools it should go to 
free, tax-supported institutions alone " 


Williams' Address 


Ben R. Williams of Ashdown, presi- 


dent of the Arkansas Education As- 
sociation, outlined the objectives of the 
association for 1940 and pleaded for a 
"co-operative program" among all 
schools in the state. 


"Unity in the Forces," was the theme 


of his talk. He told of the active work

rope s war iones are scattered. Some are depressed and fatalistic about the 
facts of the,!- nations. A fuw Pre indiferem. But most of the political refugees 
ate fortified by an almost sublinu. faith in the ancient axiom that right will pj* 


.

Progress have been quite So black. Some folks «,y not .since the medieval era 
h^k'-^n^'V-8 uad 3S 'I10'- The Wholi' Wori«l-Iook«l P««y bedraagled 
batk m<M].|-i8. Phis has not been the first time in recent historv that blood 
flawed free!/ and butchery was rife. 


The tragedy is not that civilization is being annihilated. It isn't. The disas- 


ter j? rather that all the advancement that lias been made in Europe is being 
suddenly halted. It takes a long time to achieve small gains; it takes only 
Hie time necessary to sign a decree to smash everything. 


But the people who hrve been driven from their homelands, forced to ac- 


cept the.hospitality of friendlier nations.-will not soon forget the ideals for 
which they once struggled. The folks who have been left behind under the 
domination' of greedy, stronger powers will harbor in their hearts a deep 
resentment that will grow as the clays and vaars roll by. 


I Nations are pretty much like business companies. They must operate un- 


d<?r the same set of ethics. They must be just as honest with their neighbors 
and their peoples as a business man must be with his customers if he wants 
to remain in business. 


Occasionally the system of ethics cracks up. A few nations may decide 


that competition must be crushed, monopolies established, the people given 
-whatever the state wants to give them in the way of freedom and civil liberties 
that happens in business sometimes, too. It happened to a certain Chicagoan by 
the name of Samuel Instill, whose commercial empire had become so vast that 
it seemed impossible that anything could undermine it. But the Insull net- 
work collapsed, with a mighty thud. 


A nation can't forever remain dishonest and get away with it. As the 


victims of its atrocities increase in numbers as their resentment and rage 
against oppression rises, the rumblings of mass opposition will become more 
.distinct, will finally end in a victorius putsch for freedom. 


It may be a long time before international virtue asserts itself 
Like 


a dishonest business man, a dictator can hold a people under his thumb for 
years before he is driven out. But eventually, lie will be unseated just as 
the crook in business is finally caught, because the other business men around 


.,_hun are not dishonest and because the people with whom he deals cans 


stand only so much of comiption before they balk.

Could Annihilate An Entire Regiment

Thirty-six soldiers, armed with the! 


V. & Anny's new Garand rifle, could ! 
annihilate an entire infantry regiment' 
in 60 seconds in open country fight- ' 
ing. That's the opinion of officers who 
recently watched New York National j 
Guardsmen test the Garand at Camp 
Smith, Feckskill, N. Y. A dozen men 
fired at a silhouette target 200 yards 
away. In one minute, they registered 
•102 hits 300 of them bull's-eyes. The 
, 


detail averaged 34 shots per minute ' 
per man. It is because of this great- 
; 


cr accuracy and firing speed that the ; 
Army official! yaciopteci the semi- 
automatic Garand to supplant the time 
honored Springfield. 


Like the Springfield, the Garand is 


a slip-fed shoulder rifle. But there 
this resemblance stops. As seen in the 
photo above, it uses an eight-cartridge 
clip instead of the Springfield's five. 
The loading mechanism is operated 
by gas pressure generated in the cham- 
ber when a cartridge is fired, elimin- 
ates the awkward 
manual 
move- 


ments necessary for successive shots 
with the older weapon. Instead of rais- 
ing the bolt, opening the breech, 
closing the breech and snapping the 
bolt, the doughboy just squeezes the 
Garand's trigger. 


The gas cylinde is shown in muzzle 


view below. Gas, entering the cy- 
linder as the bullet leaves the muz- 
zle, operates a piston which unlocks 
the bolt, empties the cartridge case 
and ccmpresses a spring. This closes 
the bolt and reloads the chamber. 


For all ils advantages, the Garand 


rifle weighs only 9 1-4 pounds, a half 
pounds a half pound heavier than the 
Springfield.
